Child Found Cuf, 
Beafen, Scalded

A twenty-six-year-old Lincoln man 


was charged Monday with assault with 
intent to inflict great bodily injury to a 
seven-month-old infant. 


The infant was listed in fair condi- 


tion at Lincoln General Hospital Mon- 
day. The girl was admitted Saturday. 


According to police reports the in- 


fant's tongue had been almost com- 
pletely severed at the halfway point. 


Skin Burned Off 


Several layers of skin on the baby's 


left hand had been burned off, ap- 
parently by scalding water, police 
said. 


The infant had bruises on its head 


and face, according to police reports. 
One eye was swollen completey shut. 
Permanent damage may have been 
done to the baby's eyesight, according 
to police reports. 


Charged in connection with the case 


was Michael L. Morosin, 26, of 1916 U. 
He was being held in jail in lieu of 
$10,000 bond. 


Docket call for the felony case was 


set for August 26, at which time a date 
for a preliminary hearing will be held. 


Mother Also Charged 


Charged with contributing to the 


neglect of a child, a misdemeanor 
charge, was the child's mother, Jolene 
Stroud, 20, of 1916 U. 


She stood mute before Lancaster 


County Judge Ralph Slocum during 
proceedings Monday afternoon and an 


innocent plea was entered to the 
charge. 


Trial was set for September 9. She 


was released on a $1,000 personal 
recognizance bond, for which there is 
no expense unless she fails to appear 
at a scheduled court date. 


Taken To Hospital 


The incident came to the attention 


of police after the child was brought to 
Lincoln General Hospital Saturday. 


According to police reports the 


child's grandmother visited the home 
at 1916 U on Saturday. 


She left, then returned later the 


same day and took the child and her 
daughter with her. The child was 
taken to the family physician in Hum- 
boldt, who told them to hospitalize the 
child. 


Flown From Humboldt 


The child was flown from Hum- 


boldt, and taken to Lincoln General 
with a police escort. 


Police arrested Morosin later at his 


home. A Swiss Army knife and 
scrapings from a substance on the 
baby's., crib bars were taken as 
evidence. 


According to police reports the 


bruises and burn were about one week 
old. The cut to the tongue apparently 
was several days old, police said. 


The infant had four teeth, but the 


cut to the tongue apparently was 
caused by a knife, in the opinion of 
doctors, police said.

Similar Names

money spent by a like-named state agen- 
cy (the Nebraska American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission) to cover the 
private corporation's expenses. 


Shute has written Commission Director 


Don Searcy and Association Acting Direc- 
tor Kay Blackstone of Red Cloud 
requesting the money. 


Shute said he will write them again. If 


there is still no action, Shute said, "The 
next step will be a deadline for repay- 
ment Then we would take the ap- 
propriate legal action, which I suppose 
Bishop Varley 
Says He'll Quit 


Omaha (AP) — Nebraska Episcopal 


Bishop Robert Varley said Monday he has 
decided to resign "because confidence in 
me has been destroyed to a point where 
serious division would only serve to 
further divide the diocese." 


Bishop Varley said a number of factors 


prompted his decision, including his dis- 
closure in June that he had recovered 
from alcohol and drug addiction. 


He also said there were disagreements 


with some clergymen over his handling of 
diocesan fiscal responsibilities, style of 
ministry and liberal viewpoint on 
minorities, ordination of women and 
other matters. 


He said the resignation would be 


presented to the national House of 
Bishops at a Sept. 19 meeting in Portland, 
Maine. 


means turning it over to the Attorney

Reportedly, the private association no 


longer has any money to repay the state, 
since the Attorney General and State Ad- 
ministrative Services Director Stan 
Matzke advised the association to deposit 
its funds in the state treasury. 


The confusion over money and names 


began when the state commission es- 
tablished the non-profit private associa- 
tion to get around state legal restrictions 
on the way state funds can be spent, such 
as entertainment and gifts. 


Royalties from the sale of com- 


memorative items were deposited with 
the association instead of the state 
treasury and spent according to the 
association's wishes. The association has 
the same members as the commission. 


When questions were raised about 


whether those funds were being spent in 
the promotion of Bicentennial activities, 
the Department of Justice ruled the 
funds had to be deposited with the state. 


Auditors subsequently examined the 


books to untangle the finances and deter- 
mine whether state funds had been spent 
for private purposes. They said the 
association owed the state $7,166.33. 


There was no misappropriation of 


funds, although some expenditures were 
questionable from a judgment stand- 
point, according to state officials. 


Inventory 'More' 


Morris Hevelone of Beatrice, a com- 


mission and association member, said the 
private group has an inventory of com- 
memorative items, such as note paper 
and flags, worth "considerably more" 
than the bill owed the state. 


"The state can have it, if it wants it," 


he said. 


Hevelone said Asst. Atty. Gen. Marilyn 


Hutchinson has said the association can- 
not sell the items. The sale of the items 
could pay the bill and keep the commis- 
sion going, he said. 


Without the funds generated from the 


sales, Hevelone said the commission is in 
danger of running out of funds. 


"If we run out of money by February, 


we'll just have to dose it (the commis- 
sion) up," he said. 


3-Cent Oil Hike Predicted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Federal 


Energy Administration said Monday the 
expected end of oil price controls, eased 
by removal of import fees, would add no 
more than three cents per gallon to con- 
sumer petroleum prices. 


This official estimate was presented by 


Deputy Administrator Eric Zausner, who 
said he thought the world oil market 
would not allow price increases that 
would cancel out the removal of U.S. im- 
port fees. 


The official estimate was in line with 


earlier unofficial reports on the expected 
impact of the removal of controls. 


The controls, which now limit the price 


of about 60% of U.S. domestic oil to $5.25 
per barrel, were due to expire Aug. 31. 
This would allow the price to increase to 
prevailing market levels of around $12 
per barrel. 


This increase alone, Zausner said, 


would add about six cents per gallon to 
the average price of gasoline, fuel oil and 
other petroleum products in the United 


States. 


But President Ford has said he would 


soften the blow by removing fees of $2- 
per-barrel which he imposed on imported 
crude oil earlier this year. Zausner said 
this would reduce the consumer price by 
about three cents per gallon. 


Thus, he said, the net effect of price 


decontrol and fee removal would be a 
three-cent increase per gallon. 


Zausner said, however, that the cost of 


residual fuel oil burned by electric power 
plants and other large installations 
probably would not rise, so the price of 
other petroleum products might increase 
a little more than three cents to maintain 
that average. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr., 


R-Conn., was boosting the cause of those 
who would rather see rationing than 
higher prices as a way to force conserva- 
tion. 


In Hartford, Conn., Weicker predicted 


gasoline at $1 per gallon in the near 
future unless Congress acts quickly.

Marijuana 'Mountain' Found 


Washington (UPI) - The U.S. Customs 


Service said Monday it had stumbled 
across a 40-ton "mountain" of marijuana 
that may be the largest such seizure in 
history. 


The marijuana, valued at $22 million, 


was sighted by the crew of a Customs Ser- 
vice helicopter as it flew over the eastern 
tip of Grand Bahamas Island, a center of 
smuggling since the pirate era, the ser- 
vice said. 


"It was discovered purely by accident," 


a Customs spokesman said. The 
helicopter, based in Miami, happened to 
fly over the area while returning from the 
search for a helicopter that had gone 
down at sea. 


Customs valued the haul, which they 


described as a "mountain," at $22 
million. An official said the stack of 
bricked marijuana was about the size of a 
railroad freight car. He said it "may be 
the largest marijuana seizure in history." 


There was speculation the marijuana 


had been unloaded from a ship, but 
customs officials said only that the case 
was under investigation and there had 
been no arrests. 


The helicopter was heading home when 


the pilots looked down and noticed "bits 
and pieces" of a familiar substance, the 
spokesman said. "These guys have been 
looking at marijuana for years. They 
knew they'd found something."

everyone to conserve fuel, "not just the 
poor." 


In Washington, Zausner said the price 


increases would prompt Americans to 
conserve some 700,000 barrels of oil daily 
by the end of 1977, compared with what 
they would otherwise use. 


With other energy measures added, the 


nation's oil consumption by the end of 
1977 could be held about 1.5 million 
barrels per day below forecast levels. 


Zausner admitted that the administra- 


tion no longer expected to make its 
original deadline of cutting demand by 
some two million barrels per day by the 
end of 1977, although that goal would be 
reached later. 


Congress has voted to extend oil price 


controls beyond the Aug. 31 expiration 
date, but President Ford said he would 
veto the extension and Zausner said the 
administration thinks the veto would be 
sustained in Congress. 


Presidential energy advisors predicted 


that the price increase would be "roughly 
three cents" shortly after Ford jn- 
nounced his intention Friday to veto .the 
bill to extend price controls. 


Energy Administrator Frank Zarb and 


economic advisor Alan Greenspan said 
the increase would not come quickly, but 
would be a gradual rise over a period of 
one to nine months. 


Zausner said the full impact of the 


resulting price increases could be felt 
within one or two months or could stretch 
out as long as six to nine months depen- 
ding on market conditions. 


The end of price controls would offer 


U.S. oil producers a chance to make large 
windfall profits on their previously price- 
controlled oil and the President has 
proposed a special windfall-profits tax to 
remove most of those profits which could 
then be returned to the public through a 
tax rebate system. 


But Congress has not passed a windfall 


tax or rebate. 


LES Put On Hotseat 
As Rate Hikes Eyed

City lawmakers put Lincoln Electric 


System (LES) officials on the hotseat 
Monday as they disected, looked at and 
mulled over a proposed electric rate hike. 


The proposed rate increase would 


boost residential customers' bills by an 
average of 9.2% a month. 


The lawmakers held off action on the 


rate hike because some council members 
feared an item in "the small print" would 
have the effect of turning over their rate- 
making powers to LES. 


City Councilman Bob Jeambey said the 


council may be delegating its authority to 
the LES Board if the council approved a 
fuel adjustment clause. That clause 
would allow LES to increase rates to 
residential customers as fuel prices es- 
calate. Such a clause now is in effect for 
commercial and industrial users. 


Effect Questioned 


Jeambey questioned whether such a 


fuel adjustment clause would have the 
effect of encouraging LES to "go after 
the most available fuel, rather than the 
most economical." 


LES Administrator Walt Canney 


defended the proposed clause, saying that 
skyrocketing fuel costs makes it man- 
datory that the costs be passed on to the 
consumer. Canney acknowledged that 
critics of fuel adjustment clauses argue 
that utilities will pay the higher fuel price 
instead of seeking more economical 
sources of fuel. 


LES power supply manager Phil 


Michaels attempted to point out that LES 
really doesn't have that flexibility to buy 
any fuel it wants. The federal government 
has set fuel allocation guidelines LES has 
to follow and even names the supplier, 
Michaels said. 


Legality Eyed 


Councilman Max Denney questioned 


the legality of such a fuel adjustment 
clause since the council, under city law, is 
charged with setting the rates. City Atty. 


Charles Humble reported, however, that 
as long as the council sets the 
mathematical fuel formula, LES can 
make the change. 


Denney said he may attempt to delete 


that fuel clause from the rate hike at next 
week's council meeting. 


Canney reported that without the fuel 


adjustment clause, LES probably will 
have to request higher and more frequent 
rate hikes to cover those costs. 


As it is, he said LES will be requesting 


a 10 to 15 7c rate hike in January. The rate 
increases are all part of LES's long range 
planning program to insure that the city 
has the necessary revenues to obtain 
bonds to finance the construction of 
power generating plants. 


Mayor Seeks Report 


Mayor Helen Boosalis said that before 


that January rate hike is acted upon by 
the council, she wants a report on the rate 
structure. Currently, LES charges 
customers on a cost-of-service basis. 


The mayor said she wants LES to take 


"a serious look" at changing to an in- 
verted rate structure which would dis- 
courage consumption of electricity by 
charging larger users a fatter electric bill. 


The only other person testifying at the 


hearing was University of Nebraska stu- 
dent John Gulick, representing the 
Nebraska University Public Interest 
Research Group. Gulick asked the coun- 
cil to determine how much of the 
revenues generated from the rate in- 
crease will go toward financing construc- 
tion of the proposed Ft. Calhoun No. 2 
nuclear plant. LES plans to participate in 
construction of that plant, an action 
which the group opposes. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta suggested that 


LES could get by on a smaller rate in- 
crease if the utility made economy 
measures suggested earlier this summer 
by the council. Sikyta mentioned com- 
bining meter readings with the water 
department as one way to cut back 
operating costs. 


Ex-Greek Officer 
Scarred By Torture 


ATHENS, Greece (AP) — A key 


prosecution witness, semiparalyzed 
and able to communicate only with 
groans and gestures, bared his chest 
and back Monday to show a court 
trying 31 former military policemen 
on torture charges that he had been 
scarred for life 


Spyridon Moustaklis, a 50-year-old 


retired army major, burst into tears 
and inaudible sounds as the military 
court tried to question him on his 
ordeal suffered at military police 
headquarters during the dictatorship 
years. 


Moustaklis' wife Katerina 


attempted to shed some light in a 
prepared statement as to what 
happened to her husband. She told the 
court that he was arrested in May 1973 
after a navy rebellion was smashed by 
the military junta. 


"When I was eventually allowed to 


see my husband three months later, he 
was a living corpse, a body with no 
brains, a human plant," Mrs. 
Moustaklis said. "Horror lives with us. 
We have a little girl who has never 
heard her father's voice, who will 
never feel the warmth of his caress." 


Moustaklis' appearance brought 


tears to many of those present u 
silence settled on the courtroom. It 
was toe moot dramatic moment of the 
twiHvtefcold trial u Moustaklis was 
helped into the courtroom and to a 
front-row teat 


Mrs. Moustaklis said the doctor who 


was at the military police 
headquarters toti her that her nut- 


band 
was 
suffering 
from 


arteriosclerosis and that it had left the 
marks on his body. 


She said that when she visited her 


husband at the military hospital, he 
was "unable to speak but he still made 
it clear that he had been tortured 
because he refused to break at the 
hands of his interrogators." 


"His body was a mass of bruises, his 


back almost all blue-black," she said. 


Mrs. Moustaklis said doctors who 


later examined her husband at Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington, D.C., 
confirmed that the wounds on his 
body could only have been inflicted 
purposely. She said the doctors told 
her that the brain damage was a result 
of blows to his neck region leaving 
him semiparalyzed and speechless. 


When she expressed shock at her 


husband's condition to a Maj. 
Hadjissis, a leading defendant, she 
said he told her: "Stop lapping like a 
dog around your husband's body."

Grain Loading Stops 


. . . Longshoremen Boycott 


WASHINGTON (AP)-U.S. maritime unions 


imposed a boycott Monday on grain newry 
purchased by the Soviet Union, saying they would 
refuse tp load ships which would carry it. 


The six AFL-CIO maritime unions threatened 


last month to boycott the Soviet grain shipments 
unless Jbey were given assurances by the Ford ad- 
ministration that the deal would not drive up 
domestic prices. 


Earlier this month, union leaders met with 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl L. Butz, who sub- 
sequently asked American grain traders to hold 
off on further sates for at least a month until the 
size of the U.S. harvest is determined. 


But this apparently did not satisfy the maritime 


unions. Meany declined to spell out specifically 
what assurances they were seeking other than to 
suggest that the grain should have been sold by 
the fanners to the U.S. government, which could 
then sell it on a government-to-government basis. 


An aide to Meany also said another alternative 


could be a rollback of prices. 


Meany said that since the latest grain deal was 


announced last month, the cost of flour has risen 
by 23%, from $8.40 a ton on July 1 to $10 30 
Aug. 14, while wheat prices have jumped from 
$3 08 a bushel to $4.18. 


He said the same thing happened in 1972 when 


the Russians purchased large amounts of grain 
and declared that "this is not going to happen 
again " 


He added that "the American housewife is still 


paying" for that earber deal 


The order putting into effect the boycott 


followed a meeting at AFL-CIO headquarters 
between Meany and the heads of the six maritime 
unions. 


The boycott would not affect West Coast ports 


where dockworkers are members of an indepen- 
dent union which has not joined the protest. 


Asked what it would take to lift the boycott, 


Meany indicated that it would require the per- 
sonal effort of President Ford. Asked if he had 
requested a meeting with the President, he 
replied no, adding that the administration would 
have to come to him. 


Ford last month had given assurance to the 


maritime union that one-third of the shipments 
would be carried aboard U.S. flag vessels, the 
same agreement as in the 1972 deal but the un- 
ions apparatiy also are seeking a greater propor- 
tion of the loads. 


Meany did not go into specifics, but asserted 


that American shipping is gradually being 
destroyed by Soviet shipping and said "we'd like 
to see something done about that" 


AFL-CIO President George Meany said 


longshoremen at East, Gulf and Great Lakes 
ports have been ordered not to toad newry 
purchased grain destined for Russian ports. 


At a news conference, Meany said the boycott 


would not affect gram purchased under a 1972 
agreement, some of which is still awaiting ship- 
ment. 


He said the loading of two ships now in

Hong Kong — China has begun what 


appears to be an important drive to end fac- 
tional bickering and labor unrest like the 
events that recently led Peking to send more 
than 10,000 troops into factories in the coastal 
city of Hangchow, broadcasts from the 
provinces indicate. According to the unusually 
candid broadcasts, these factional and labor 
troubles have been "detrimental" to produc- 
tion in some areas. One radio report from 
HeUungkiang Province, a major industrial 
area in the northeast, said "only a handful of 
persons" were to blame, "nonetheless fac- 
tionalism has greatly disrupted and under- 
mined our revolution and production."

behind my people. They tore up 
dirt behind us." 


The line of guardsmen turned 


and some of his men fired into 
the air during the volley which 
left four students dead and nine 
wounded. 


The defense also called to the 


stand Monday former Kent State 
University President Robert I. 
White and Robert C. Dix, of 
Kent, Ohio, publisher of the 
Kent-Ravenna Record-Courier 
and a former trustee of the un- 
iversity. 


White, who earlier was called 


as a plaintiffs witness, said that 
during a meeting which ended 
approximately one hour before 
the shootings he tried to get a 


later curfew for the campus than 
the 8 p.m. curfew imposed on 
the city but was unsuccessful. 


He also said Gen. Robert 


Canterbury, a defendant in the 
case and commander of the 
guard troops on the Kent State 
campus, said at a meeting that 
he hoped to remove guardsmen 
from the campus "as won as 
possible." 


Dix testified he had been a 


trustee of Kent State from 1941 
to 1973 and was chairman the 
last nine years. 


He said the day before the 


shootings he talked twice with 
White by telephone and urged 
him to cooperate with the gover- 
nor, civil authorities and the 
guard in keeping the university 
open. 


They plaintiffs, the students 


wounded by National Guard 
gunfire and the families of the 
slain students are expected to 
call rebuttal witness before each 
side presents its closing 
arguments, expected later this 
week. 


Under cross-examination, 


Cline said he did not know 
where the shots came from. He 
said "it was possible" they were 
fired by guardsmen.

starts increased by 13 7% in July

The number of houses under 


construction in July was es- 
timated at 1.238 million com- 
pared with a revised June rate of 
1 088 million. 


The percentage increase in 


housing starts for July was the 
highest since the 15.3% 
registered in May 1974, the 
report said. But starts still were 
6% below the 1.314 million units 
put under construction in July a 
year ago* 


All segments of the housing in- 


dustry jnd all regions of the 
counfeycontnbuted to the July 
gain, the report said.

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) - The Venezuelan Senate 


on Monday passed legislation that would nationalize the 
country's oil industry, most of which is operated by U.S. 
oil firms. 


The measure was sent to the Chamber of Deputies, or 


lower house, where approval is expected. It will then be 
sent to President Carlos Andres Perez for signature, 
probably later this week. 


The bill provides for the payment of compensation 


not to exceed the net book value of the companies' 
assets, officially estimated at $1.1 billion. 


The measure also stipulates that all the companies 


must hand over their concessions to the state on Dec. 31. 
The nationalized industry will be run by a new state oil 
company called Petroleos Venezolanos. 


The companies, which include Exxon, Shell, Gulf Oil, 


Mobil, Sun Oil and Texaco, have estimated their 
Venezuelan interests at almost five tunes the $1.1 billion 
government estimate. But they have not objected to the 
takeover and have expressed interest in helping operate 
the nationalized industry. 


Perez, who took office on March 12,1974, promised 


nationalization of the 60-year-old oil industry which 
produces an average 2Vz million barrels a day and is the 
backbone of the. country's economy. 
Westerns 
Author Short 
Dead At 67 


ASPEN, Colo. (AP) - Luke 


Short, whose stories of har- 
dndmg, hell-for-leather western 
heros sold millions of paperback 
novels over a 30-year period, 
died Monday after a nine-month 
bout with cancer. He was 67. 


Short, whose real name was 


Fred Glidden, died at 5 a.m. in 
an Aspen hospital only a short 
distance away from his office, 
where he wrote most of the 
more than 50 western adventure 
stories — nearly all successful. 


Many, such as "Ramrod," 


"Ride the Man Down," 
"Coroner Creek," "Vengeance 
Valley," and "Station West" 
were made into movies. 


His latest work, "Trouble 


Country," is scheduled to be 
released soon by his publisher, 
Bantam Books. 


Short was born in 1908 in 


Kewanee, 111., and was 
graduated from the University of 
Missouri School of Journalism hi 
1930. Four years later he 
married Florence Elder of 
Grand Junction, Colo., and they 
decided to stay in the West. 


Short's first major western 


adventure story, "Feud at Single 
Shot," was purchased by a 
national magazine in 1937, after 
that he had numerous stories, 
many serialized, in Saturday 
Evening Post, Collier's, Argosy 
and others. 


Last January the government 
nationalized 


Venezuela's iron ore mining industry, which was 
operated by subsidiaries of U.S. Steel and Bethlehem 
Steel. 


In arguing last July for passage of a government 


nationalization bill Perez said, "Nationalization of 
petroleum is a sovereign act of national will, con- 
stitutionally based. It is not an act of aggression against 
foreign interests or countries, but rather the clear and 
simple exercise of permanent sovereignty of a free 
country over its national resources." 


Before passing their version of the bill Monday the 


senators made a few "minor modifications" which 
require the approval of the deputies before the bill is 
sent to Perez for signature. 


A year ago Perez named a special broad-based com- 


mittee comprised of 36 representatives from the public 
and private sectors to draft recommendations for the 
takeover. 


The administration's oil nationalization bill was first 


presented to Congress last March. Perez's center-left 
Democratic Action party used its majority both in the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate to gain approval 
for the measure 


Opposition parties favor complete state takeover of 


the oil industry, and have strongly objected to 
provisions in the bill which would make possible so- 
called "association" of public and private capital to 
operate certain areas of the nationalized oil industry. 


Such association could take the form of contracts 


covering such fields as the supply of technology, 
transportation of oil, marketing abroad and manage- 
ment. 
The United States buys 1.4 million barrels of 


Venezuelan crude and refined oil products per day. 


Only Canada exports more to the United States, 


providing 5.90% of U.S. consumption to 5.4% 
from Venezuela, according to figures from the 
American Petroleum Institute and U.S. Bureau of 
Mines. 


Most of the rest of Venezuela's production is shipped 


to Canada, Latin America and European Common 
Market countries 


Oil company and Venezuelan government officials are 


negotiating the size of compensation and the supply of 
technical aid that will be necessary following 
nationalization. 


Some 5 4 million acres of land covered by 40-year con-

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Police On Strike 
In San Francisco 
"San Franctoco (UP!) ~ San 
Francisco's 2,000-membet police 
force went on strike Monday in a 
demand for higher wages and 
warned citizens in the Bay City 
of nearly 800,000 they were "not 
safe in their homes or on the 
streets." 


Sympathetic firemen Joined 


the picket lines and threatened 
to walk out of their stations 
either Tuesday or Wednesday in 
support of a demand for a 13% 
pay increase for all uniformed 
officers. 


Mayor Joseph Alioto earlier 


warned that he would fire any 
officers who went on strike. 
After the walkout, his press 
secretary told reporters: "The 
mayor has not changed Us 
position." 


A spokesman for the police 


department confirmed that at 
least 80% of the city's police 
force bad walked off the job, 
leaving the department with 
only a couple hundred officers to 
handle emergencies.

May Cost 
Consumer 


Washington 
(AP) - The 


chairman of a House consumer 
subcommittee said Monday a 
proposed Federal Reserve rule 
will cost credit card users 
billions of dollars extra each 
year. 


Rep. Frank Annunzio, D-Dl., 


said merchants would be per- 
mitted under the rule to add a 
surcharge to every credit card 
purchase and not even have to 
divulge it if the surcharge is no 
more than 5%. 


Annunzio, chairman of a 


House subcommittee on con- 
sumer affairs, wrote the Federal 
Reserve Board that unless the 
rule is rescinded he will in- 
troduce legislation to bar such 
surcharges. 


More than 500 million credit 


cards are in circulation, he said, 
and a surcharge of only a few per 
cent would mean billions of 
dollars of extra costs to their 
users 


Annunzio referred to a series 


of Federal Reserve Board 
•proposals aimed at implemen- 
ting the Fair Credit Billing Act 
of 1974. 


The act, which becomes effec- 


tive Oct. 28, outlaws contracts 
under which credit card issuers 
bar merchants honoring the 
cards from offering discounts to 
cash customers. 


Such discounts would stem 


from the fact that credit card 
companies impose service 
charges on merchants, depen- 
ding on the volume of business 
transacted on a card. In im- 
posing 
a 
2% 
service 


charge, for example, the credit 
card company would return to 
the merchant only $98 for each 
$100 in payments submitted by 
credit card users. 


The 
Fed's 
proposed 


regulations of April followed the 
law m outlawing restrictions on 
discounts and exempting dis- 
counts of up to 5% from 
finance charge disclosure 
requirements. The Fed went on, 
however, to propose requiring 
that surcharges imposed on 
credit card customers by 
merchants as an alternative to 
discounts for cash buyers be dis- 
closed as a finance charge. 


The Fed said last month, 


however, that the surcharge dis- 
closure proposal had drawn 
criticism for setting different 
standards for surcharges and dis- 
counts. The agency, without 
changing its original proposal, 
asked for general public com- 
ment on the issue. 


"We were trying to cut costs 


for cash customers," Annunzio 
said, "but the Federal Reserve 
Board, acting without legislative 
authority, has taken it upon 
itself to penalize anyone who 
uses a credit card." 


An attorney helping draft the 


regulation, Dale Grancbalek, 
uid the Federal Reserve inter- 
preted Congress' intent as being 
(o make credit customers pay for 
the cost of using their charge 
cards. 


"Today as the system exists, 


cash customers pays for the 
credit card customer'! use of 
credit through the over-all 
Ugber level of prictt," he said in 
an interview.

We have often stated our belief in the 


proposition that elected officials should be 
responsive to the appeals of the people 
they swerve. 


BJut somtimes situations demand more 


than ; knee-jerk reactions to the most 
emotional argument, more than applying 
oil to;the wheel that squeaks the loudest. 


Sometimes, when dealing with the 


tough| unseemly facts of life, elected of- 
ficials and those they represent have to 
shoulder the responsibilities of citizenship 
and their own human state. 


We're talking specifically about the 


problem of locating institutions which 
house those among us who have been 
placed there by society because they are 
not mentally whole or lawabiding. 


Already this year the state has 


retreated from plans to remodel at relative- 
ly little expense an old missile site near 
Crete, for use as a chemical dependency 
unit !for penal complex inmates. Area 
residents opposed it. And the state 
retreated from plans to remodel a building 
at the Lincoln Regional Center for use as a 
diagnostic and evaluation center, the im- 
mediate post-conviction step which is con- 
sidered of pnme importance in the correc- 
tions process. Area residents opposed it. So 
new legislation and a lot more money will 
be needed, and a lot more time will go by 
before a new diagnostic center is built on 
the same site as a new medium-minimum 
securjty facility in Lincoln where the 
ramshackle reformatory is now. Here's 
hoping area residents won't oppose that ef- 
fort. 


During the 1975 session of the 


Legislature, Omaha senators succeeded in 
corralling enough votes to force a change in 
construction plans which originally had one 
large iiew reformatory (medium-minimum 
security unit) being built in Lincoln. The 
Omaha bloc was successful in changing the 
legislation to get two smaller ones — in 
Lincoln and Omaha. They were attracted 
by the argument that Omaha should have a 
new facility because 60 to 70% of the pre- 
sent reformatory inmates are Omahans. 
Community-based rehabilitation, it was 
argued, might be more successful. They 
were.also attracted by the thought of 
millions of dollars of state funds being in- 
vested, right there near the banks of the 
Missouri. Omaha area senators led the 
fight tto get the two-reformatory bill passed 
over Gov. Exon's bill. 


They are now whistling a different 


tune. 


Last week at a public hearing in 


Omaha, opposition by area residents to the 
location of the proposed facility at any of 
the four suggested sites in Omaha quickly 
changed the minds of Omaha senators. 
They retreated in grand disorder. 


Omaha citizens termed the proposed 


location of a reformatory in Omaha a 
"catastrophe;" said the facility was "a 
specter of what's wrong with our society;" 
complained that "seedy" and undesirable 
characters would be drawn to the site 
(that's historically true; until the 
Watergate era, very few prison inmates 
belonged to the better clubs); and claimed 
that locating a reformatory in Omaha 
would give visitors a bad impression of the 
city (and what does the fact that 60-70% of 
the reformatory population now comes 
from Omaha do for the city's image?). 


Completely caving in, Sen. John 


Savage, who chaired the meeting, was 
quoted as saying he was "as guilty as the 
rest" of the Douglas County senators for 
voting in favor of a reformatory in Omaha 
and that he would now vote against it. 


After the hearing the talk was that the 


Omaha senators would seek a change in the 
legislation next session to restore the 
original concept. 


This newspaper has supported hi the 


past the plan calling for one large medium- 
minimum security facility in Lincoln on 
grounds that it would avoid a duplication of 
expense and effort. The thought was that 
higher quality programs could be made 
available to penal complex inmates if the 
staff were centrally located. But we also 
see merit in the 
community-based 


rehabilitation concept. 


But what's the use of even thinking of 


entertaining a decent argument on the 
merits if elected officials and citizens only 
pay lip service to correctional reform, but 
when it comes right down to it, want the 
problems housed in the other guy's 
neighborhood? 


Correctional reform is in real trouble 


in this state, there is no doubt about it. 
Elected officials are going to have to be a 
lot more decisive than they have been thus 
far this year if there is to be any hope of 
replacing Nebraska's ancient and dis- 
graceful prison facilities anytime in the 
foreseeable future. 


If they could get away with it, we bet 


many Nebraska public officials would 
knock each other out in order to be the first 
to introduce a proposal sending this state's 
inmates to the Dry Tortugas so "decent" 
folk here wouldn't have to worry about 
them and so they wouldn't give visitors an 
unfavorable impression of Nebraska.

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Training And Experience

We would like to take this opportunity to explain to the 


citizens of our city the qualifications of ambulance drivers and 
attendants. The recent controversy over who should handle the 
emergency medical services has brought forward the 
educational level of our firemen in this area (over half Emergen- 
cy Medical Technician graduates). However, it was not men- 
tioned that 100% of the drivers and attendants employed by the 
two ambulance companies are Emergency Medical Technician 
graduates or registered nurses; likewise ALL must pass a basic 
life support test before being licensed by the city (which, we 
might add, must be retaken and passed periodically). 


furthermore, many of the personnel are Red-Cross- 


certified or have participated in other first-aid programs, and at 
least two members of the staffs of the ambulance companies are 
instructors, one an EMT-A instructor and the other a Red Cross 
instructor. 


But it is one thing being classroom-trained in an area and. 


another to have experience in that field. Experience obtained 
with every traffic injury, with any medical emergency cannot be 
taught in a class or given with a diploma. The people at our am- 
bulance companies are learning more every day through just 
such experience. 


So if it comes down to an issue of standards, let us not say 


who is more qualified until we look at both sides. We did not 
take a 22-week course just for fun. We want to be trained to help 
when called to do so. 


We know then that we have qualified people in our city's 


emergency medical services and that we always will, but the 
problem is keeping these trained personnel for any period of 
time. The companies are annually losing money and fine it hard 
to pay a respectable wage, so the employe! search for higher 
paying jobs, and will do so until being an ambulance 
driver/attendant has a future. 


As has probably been guessed, we are presently employed 


with one of the ambulance companies in Lincoln, and know 
first-hand our level of training and wage received.

The Politics Of Salmon 


COPENHAGEN - As its 


special contribution to main- 
taining the world's ecological 
balance and, incidentally, with 
heartfelt thanks from sport 
fishermen on both sides of the 
ocean, Denmark is now in the 
final stage of applying measures 
to insure that the renowned 
Atlantic salmon, river lord of the 
Northern Hemisphere, shall no 
longer be threatened with deple- 
tion. 


Salmon from areas as far apart 


as the United States, Canada, 
Ireland, Britain, Sweden and 
Spain pursue the curious habit of 
swimming from rivers where 
they have been bred to the icy 
Davis Straits off the coast of 
Greenland. 


There they fatten on shrimp 


and other sea delicacies until 
they are ready to return to their 
birthplace, spawn and die. Easy 
to detect by modern electronic 
devices, they have been hunted 
down by the thousands in their 
feeding grounds, netted by the 
ton and also taken by swarms of 
small-boat fishermen. 


Denmark, which rules 


Greenland, had been under 
-pressure for years to put an end 
to this unrestricted war on the 
salmon which was making them 
increasingly rare in the great 
rivers of the British Isles, the 
Pyrenees and Nova Scotia. 


Nothing effective was ac- 


complished, however, until the 
United States in 1971 enacted the 
Pelly Law. This permitted the 
president to ban imports of fish 
from nations contravening inter- 
national conservation programs. 


In 1972 the Danish govern- 


ment promised to phase out 
high-seas fishing of Davis Straits 
salmon, putting an end to net- 
ting operations, more than 12 
miles off the coast, and also to 


set maximum limits on the in- 
shore catch. That year the total 
Greenland catch was 2,500 tons 
— 1,600 inshore and 900 on the 
high seas. 


It is estimated there are about 


286 salmon per ton. By the end 
of 1975, when high seas fishing 
terminates and new quotas are 
fixed inshore, more than 300,000 
salmon will be available to 
return each year'to the rivers of 
North America and Europe. 


Thus, from an angler's view- 


' point, Denmark has taken effec- 
tive, positive steps. U.S. am- 
bassador to Copenhagen, Philip 
K. Crowe, himself a renowned 
game fisherman, says: "The 
Danes deserve great credit. They 
have shown much responsibility 
and are doing everything possi- 
ble to help the situation."

Now the questions to be faced 


are pollution in some of the 
great salmon rivers that are 
being slowly poisoneU by in- 
dustrial waste and continuation 
of offshore netting near the 
mouths of such rivers. Each 
country containing salmon 
streams must take protective 
measures against these threats 
in order to benefit fully from the 
greatly improved situation in the 
Davis Straits. 


As for Greenland itself, the 


measures adopted by Denmark 
(prodded by Washington and by 
the International Commission 
for the Northwest Atlantic 
Fisheries) have been resented by 
that vast island's population. 
Largely illiterate Greenlanders 
see no reason why America 
should be able to reduce the 
catch they are permitted on and 
off their own shores.

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Greenlanders resent what they 


see as U.S. nosiness. They wish 
to rely on higher not lower 
salmon catches because their 
cod banks are thinning out. 
When the energetic Ambassador 
Philip Crowe visited Greenland 
last year and talked with village 
mayors and ordinary fishermen, 
he reported: 
« 


"They were polite as all 


Greenlanders are but there was 
no mistaking their bitterness. 
They had it firmly in their minds 
that the United States was 
primarily responsible for the 
Danish decision to limit their 
salmon catch and that the reason 
for this stand on our part was 
due entirely to pressure from the 
sport fishermen led by Bine 
Crosby. 


"In the meantime, the ques- 


tion of saving the salmon is 
becoming involved in broader 
and unrelated political issues. 
The more unscrupulous of the 
Greenland politicians have 
hinted privately, but not so far to 
the newspapers, that in their 
minds there is a close connection 
between the Danish-American 
bases" (maintained on the island 
for NATO defense) "and the 
salmon quota. 


"In effect they suggest that 


America should 'pay' for the 
privilege of keeping her 
(military) iMtaUatioas by going 
atong with GreenlMd's desire to 
increase her iashore salmon 
quota."

Eric Rasmussen, chairman of the 


Nebraska Public Service Commission, said 
Monday that eight party telephone service 
should not be considered for rate increases 
and loans 


Hasmussen called eight-party service ob- 


solete, adding that he hopes the commis- 
sion will adopt the philosophy that it 
should not be part of telephone companies 
plans to upgrade service 


"Service improvements should be no less 


than one- and four-party service," he said 


"This is one of the biggest complaints 


that this commission receives " 


He said telephone companies generally 


are going in this direction already 
Whenever buried cable is installed now, it 
normally provides one- and four-party ser- 
vice 


"With the technology we have there is no 


need for eight-party service," he said 


In other action Monday, the commission 


authorized commissioner Duane Gay of 
Columbus to investigate complaints about 
telephone service in Walthill, Macy and 
Wlnnebago Those towns are served by 
Eastern Nebraska Telephone Co, a divi- 
sion of HtinTel of Blair 


Gay said, "I'm convinced the company 


has problems up there " 


Sen Walter George, a HunTel employe, 


said afterwards he is aware of no one with 
a good credit rating in the area who cannot 
get telephone service 


' If somebody says they want it, they can 


get it," he said 


George said that federally-subsidized 


housing in Macy has tripled the population 
and that Macy is one of the last two 
exchanges in the system to get buned 
cable 


He said he suspects that some Macy 


residents <want their phone service at 
reduced rates or free and consequently 


cannot get phone service 


"There's nothing racial about it," he said 


in reference to the fact Macy is populated 
largely by Omaha Indians "This is our 
policy for all customers, if they want sub- 
sidized phone service, someone else will 
have to provide it " 


The commission also slated oral 


arguments for next Monday on whether it 
can consider a $7 million rate application 
by Northwestern Bell Telephone Co. The 
firm was recently given IS 3 million and 
denied roughly $11 million in rate in- 
creases The action came in early July, and 
commission riiles state another rate 
application cannot be considered for 90 
days 


Bell contends the $7 million request 


seeks to establish the service rates to allow 
the firm to earn the investment return 
authorized by the commission

Views Mixed On Small-Farms Aid 


A proposal by the General Ac- 


counting Office in Washington 
that really small farmers be 
given increased technical help by 
the Agriculture Dept. brought a 
mixed reaction from Nebraska 
farm leaders. 


Glenn Kreuscher, state 


agriculture director, said: "I 
suspect any such program would 
have to be separate from the 
ones used by large farmers It 
might be a social program to 
some extent but we really do 
need something special for the 
person on an acreage or small 
farm," he said. 


Kenneth Thayer, a Denton 


NFO member, suggested that 
the Fanners Market in Lincoln 
was one example of what could 
be done to aid the small farmer. 
"With the unemployment in 
cities today, it makes sense to do 
whatever you can to keep these 


people on the small farm as long 
as possible," he said 


Morris Van Kirk, information 


director of the Nebraska Farm 
Bureau Federation, 
suggested 


there was considerable food 
production potential there 
"Look at Russia Most of their 
meat and eggs are produced on 
family plots, not on big farms I 
suspect most of this would apply 
back east but the food produc- 
tion potential there is real." he 
said. 


However, the people who 


would have to do the work of set- 
ting up a program of this type 
have a different view Dr. Phil 
Henderson, extension economist 
at the University of Nebraska, 
said "There is no simple one- 
sentence answer to this guy's 
problem on the small farm. It 
takes a very intensive program 
and these cost a lot of money to 


operate Possibly we could use 
extension aids instead of full- 
fledged agents cr a Vista-like 
program with retired volunteer 
farmers to develop such a 
program " 


Henderson noted that the 


resources of the extension ser- 
vice were already spread very 
thin to meet the needs of 
farmers of all sizes. "We work 
with both large and small 
farmers whenever they ask for 
help but the return in production 
is greater with the larger 
operator. Such a program would 
greatly benefit individual farm 
families, however. In addition to 
on-the-farm skills you might in- 
stitute technical training so they 
could get a good off-the-farm job 
to supplement their farm in- 
come," he said. 


Two of the farm leaders also 


felt that some acreage factors 


should be considered by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in 
this movement to stop listing 
farms producing less than $1,000 
a year 


Van Kirk said 
"It doesn't 


mean much to drop farms 
producing less than $1,000 but I 
think there ought to be an 
acreage factor because if a man 
with a large farm lost his crop he 
wouldn't count That would be 
kind of silly." he said 


Thayer said he knew of no of- 


ficial position of his organization 
on the subject 


"It may cost the small 


operator more to produce $1,000 
worth of gross income than he 
got It could conceivably cost $1,- 
200 on a small operation I think 
there ought to be more to the 
definition because you could

Sen. Glenn Goodrich of Omaha said an effort 


should be made to find legal ways of using the 
dormitory facilities so they can generate suf- 
ficient revenue to pay off the bonds.

Mental Patients' Relocation Opposed 


By The Associated Press 
The Nebraska chapter of the 


Mental Retardation Association 
of America has decided to send a 
letter to U.S. District Judge 
Albert G. Schatz saying that the 
civil rights of patients and their 
parents and guardians could be 
violated by the proposed out-of- 
court settlement in the Beatrice 
State Home suit. 


The proposed settlement in 


the case, filed by parents of 
some of the residents of the in- 


stitution for the mentally 
retarded, would reduce the size 
of the facility to 250 patients 
over the next three years. The 
parents filing the suit said the 
patients had a right to treatment 
in the least restrictive environ- 
ment possible. 


The size of the institution is to 


be reduced by moving the 
patients into less restrictive 
community based programs. 


"We are not saving that com- 


munity programs are not good," 


said Mrs. Kenneth Draper, vice 
president of the association. 
"What parents and guardians 
want is assurance that the men- 
tally retarded have the protec- 
tive services they need and are 
not moved from a happy place to 
one 
of confusion 
and 


frustration." 


The Nebraska chapter of the 


association was formed earlier 
this year by the parents of 
retarded persons, especially 
those in institutions.

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Dote Set To Join 
U.S. Power Grids 


Denver (AP) - The first per- 


manent tie between the eastern 
and western U.S. electric power 
grids is scheduled to go into ser- 
vice next year. 


The Tri-State Generation and 


Transmission Assn., of Denver 
has awarded a contract to 
General Electric to supply the 
solid-state transmission system, 
Wendell Garwood, Tri-State vice 
president, said. 


The new installation is under 


construction near Stegall, Neb., 
just west of Scottsbluff, and is 
scheduled for service in October 
1976. The completed facility, in- 
cluding transmission lines and 
switching equipment, will cost 
about $13 million. 


Tri-State is the wholesale 


power supplier for 25 rural elec- 
tric systems in Nebraska, 
Colorado and Wyoming. Within 


its service area the two giant 
electric power grid systems of 
the eastern and western U.S. 
meet. 


"During high load-flow con- 


ditions it has not been possible 
to transfer power across the grid 
interconnection 
due to syn- 


chronization proglems," 
Garwood said. He said the new 
system will permit the inter- 
connection. 


The installation will be part of 


a project in which Tri-State will 
purchase power from Basin' 
Electric Power 
Cooperative 


which operates in eight Missouri 
Basin states and in western 
Nebraska. The installation will 
use direct current and thus will 
avoid the need to maintain syn- 
chronization between 
the 


eastern and western power 
grids.

When you were a kid and the orthodontist put 


those shiny, gray wires on your teeth — "to make your 
smile prettier" ... eventually... you were denied all 
those childhood favorites. 


No.gum. NO BUBBLE GUM. No popcorn. NO 


CARAMEL CORN. No taffy. NO SLOPOKES. The list 
goes on and on ... 


They can gum up the works, you know. Or so you 


were told. 


Rarely did anyone over the age of 17 have braces. 
But now they are no longer the sole property of 


teens and pre-teens. 


Gradually braces are becoming an adult 


phenomenon. 


WHat about the adults who have donned braces? 


How do "they feel? 


Why braces ... and at your age? 


Braces At 31? 


That was one question frequently posed of Bobbi 


McGinn—Lincoln mother, 
homemaker and 


sometime school teacher — when, at the age of 31, she 
suddenly bared her teeth to reveal the braces. 


It's been a year now since her braces were 


removed, but Ms. McGinn readily recalls the stares, 
the physical discomfort, the strange feeling of entering 
an orthodontist's office jam-packed with children and 
decor geared toward teens and pre-teens. 


The braces were installed to correct an overbite 


and remove the spaces between her upper teeth. 


The dental problem "was something I always was 


self-conscious of," she said. It wasn't a hangup, she in- 
sisted, but "I noticed it every morning when I brushed 
my teeth." 


It was during those brushings in front of the 


bathroom mirror that "I wished I had had braces or 
wondered what I would look like if I did." 


Coming from a family of 11 children, "it wasn't 


even considered" when she was a child. "None of the 


kids" had braces. 


Not Too Late 


So, at the age of 31, Ms. Mcginn made the initial 


appointment with an orthodontist. She wanted to hear 
what an expert would say, what the possibilities of cor- 
recting the problem were, what the cost would be. It 
wasn't too late. 


Sure enough, a spot check of local orthodontists' 


offices revealed that less than 10% of their patients are 
adults, those in their mid to late twenties and up — the 
homemakers, career women and, yes, even 
businessmen — who have belatedly gone about 
realigning their smiles. 


Dr. T. L. McKee, Lincoln orthodontist, says it's 


"much more common than it used to be" for adults to 
don braces. 


He said people are more aware of and amenable 


to the tiny bands, springs and wires that can make a 
bad "bite" good. 


Adults are "super patients," McKee said. "They 


know what they want and accept it." 


Suddenly, the braces were on her teeth. 
Then a teacher of seventh and eighth graders at 


Blessed Sacrament School, Ms. McGinn said her new 
braces gave her a fresh outlook. "I could relate to the 
kids" who had them. 


It was her students who gave her the most kidding 


about the braces. They never let her forget her mouth 
was wired. 


Friends Amazed 


Her friends were amazed. Some made her feel 


guilty for spending the money on herself. But most 
"wouldn't say anything," Ms. McGinn recalled. "I 
knew they noticed . . . but they were embarassed to 
say anything." 


And her husband! Well, he asked if she was going 


to a dermatologist next — another trip usually 
reserved for teens and pre-teens. 


Ms. McGinn did just that. "I had always wanted to 


go" to a dermatologist. "I always had a bad com- 


plexion." But no more. 


"Where do you draw the line in how much atten- 


tion you give your body or spend on yourself? People 
spend thousands of dollars on braces for their kids," 
but neglect themselves," she said. 


Wearing braces wasn't all that easy, she recalled. 
There were the periodic return trips to the 


orthodontist for tightening — a less than comfortable 
experience. 


Not only was the decor designed for children, but 


the orthodontist himself "wore shirts with numbers 
and balls, colorful things," she said. 


"The only people in there were kids," she addec 


The first few times she called to make an appointmen 
for Bobbi McGinn, the receptionist thought she was 
calling for her son or daughter. 


She's still "supposed to wear rubber bands a 


night" to continue the straightening process. "But 
never do, you know." 


Like the kids, Ms. McGinn was warned agains 


chewing gum, eating popcorn, eating whole apples 
(they must be cut up), crunching ice cubes. 


Like the kids, she tried all of them. Sometime 


once was enough. Sure enough, the gum stuck to the 
wires, popcorn was imbedded in the wires ("I never 
ate popcorn in public" while the braces were on, she 
confessed) and so on. « 


And, as an adult, especially one with plastic, no 


metal, braces she was warned against coffee, tea 
cigarets. Stains the plastic, you know. 


When she first got them, she tried smiling withou 


baring her teeth. "It's impossible," she exclaimed 
And, being very much aware of them, "Sometimes 
didn't talk. You know hou you strike up little conver 
sations — well, I didn't." 


But it was when Ms. McGinn was planning an 


evening out that she noticed her braces the most. 


"I really didn't look so nice," she recalled, 


would smile and you would see all those..." her voice 
trailed off.

ground and Big Ben kicks him in 
the side. "OQMMPH!" says 
Cage. Then Big Ben stomps on 
Cage's head with "six inches of 
iron filled ... HEEL!" 


Comic books are still around, 


and selling with a vengeance. 
The candy stores that carry them 
have dwindled and television has 
stolen the spotlight, but last 
year, according to an industry 
source, 200 million comics were 
sold at prices ranging from 25 
cents to $1. 


The comics are not all violent, 


of course. Some are funny, some 
are sweet. And the tastes of the 
readers vary widely. There is, 
for instance, Terry Nemes, a 14- 
year-old from New York, who 
says her favorite is "Love and 
Romance," especially the one 
where "the guy goes to war and 
the girl marries somebody else 
and the guy comes back." 


Then there's the 14-year-old 


boy — he wished to withhold his 
name — who said, "The violent 
stuff is best, a lot of blood, that's 
what I like. Seeing heads 
chopped off and stuff makes it 
exciting." 


Such books are supposed to be 


aimed at teen-agers, but there is 


no rating system to tell that to 
parents of precocious 10-year- 
olds. 


Some parents are confused 


about how to react to the com- 
ics, others, like Jane Kearns, a 
New York mother, are disdain- 
ful. 


"I think they're a waste of 


money," Mrs. Kearn said. "I 
throw them in the garbage." 


Dr M. Jerry Weiss, professor 


of communications at Jersey 
City State College, said, "Most 
definitely children should be 
allowed to read comics. It's 
useful reading, better than a dull 
workbook or drill sheet." 


He says, however, that comics 


are only a starting point, an in- 
dication that the children are not 
finding other kinds of reading 
rewarding. It's the parents' job, 
he says, to help the young reader 
mature. 


When children show an in- 


terest in mystery stones, Weiss 
suggested, "Introduce them to 
Ray Bradbury's books. And if 
they're interested in the comics 
that are funny, tell them about 
Mary Rodgers' 'Freaky Friday' 
about a 13-year-old girl who's 
quite a character. If it's the more 
violent ones they like, there's 
Robb White's 'Death Watch,' the 
story of a young boy who goes 
out on a hunting expedition that 
leads to murder."

Acupuncture Relieves Headaches

Anaheim, Calif. — A Chicago 


psychiatrist has taught patients 
how to relieve headaches by self- 
administered acupuncture 
without using needles. 


He shows them how to apply 


pressure using the fingers to key 
points near the eyes, back of the 
neck and the hand. 


Dr. Howard D. Kurland calls 


the technique auto-acupressure. 


"It is able to relieve the pain 


of all types of headaches, 
whether acute or chronic," he 
told the American Psychiatric 
Assn. 


Patients have eliminated 


aspirin, seltzers, narcotics, 


prescriptions, treatments for 
migraine, antihistamines, 
tranquilizers, sedatives and anti- 
depressants. 


"The induction of pain rejief 


with acupuncture does not 
necessarily require the use of 
needles," he said. "It seemed 
ideal to use the "needleless" 
acupuncture techniques at perti- 
nent acupuncture points. 


The primary points, based on 


Chinese meridian locations, are 
at the corner of the eyes near the 
bridge of the nose and the back 
of the neck. 


The secondary points are on 


the back of the hand and at the 
wrist. 


The chief reason for the 


failure of acupressure treatment 
was a reluctance of some 
patients to apply painful finger 
pressure to a highly sensitive 
point. 


"However," added Kurland, 


"most patients preferred the 15 
to 30 second pain of acupressure 
stimulation to the continuation 


- of severe headache pain." 


Some patients have to be 


started on needle acupuncture, 
he said, before moving to finger- 
tip acupressure. 


Kurland emphasized the 


difference between hypnosis and 
acupuncture.

Three Million Elders Functionally Illiterate 


By JOANNE FARMS 


Three million of the 20 million 


Americans over 95 are func- 
tionally illiterate. A recent Adult 
Performance Level Study of 
adults from 18 to 65 was con- 
ducted for the U.S. Office of 
Education in an attempt to 
measure the effectiveness of the 
measures taken under the Adult 
Education Act of 1966. The 
results are discouraging, to say 
the least, and they apply equally 
to senior Americans. 


Eighty-six million Americans 


cannot compute their car's gas- 
oline mileage; 48 million can't 
figure out how much change 
they should get back from a 
store purchase; 34 million, given 
a restaurant menu, are not able 
to order a meal for two persons 
not exceeding a set amount; 25 
million cannot write a check on 
an account without making an 
error so serious that the check 


will not be processed correctly 
by the bank; 52 million cannot 
read a classified job ad and 
determine whether they are 
qualified for the job. 


The functional illiteracy 


revealed through this study is a 
sad indictment of our 
educational system. More to the 
point for this column, however, 
is what it indicates about the 
potential of the elderly, present 
and future, to find ways to use 
their leisure constructively. 


How are persons who can't 


order from a menu or read a 
help wanted ad going to be able 
to engage in some of the leisure 
pursuits that senior columnists 
advocate, such as taking courses, 
developing new hobbies, 
working with children in 
schools, libraries, and so forth? 


How, indeed, can S million 


persons take advantage of 
available advice about budgets, 


nutrition, medical care and 
safety? These are matters of 
critical concern for their being 
and the quality of their retire- 
ment lives. 


In one county that I know of 


the public school system has 
planted a small seed that may 
have the potential to grow into a 
great program to increase func- 
tional literacy. Two teachers 
who are specialists in working 
with children who have learning 
disabilities give basic instruction 
in reading and writing to 26 
residents of a local nursing 
home. 


The goals of the program are 


to bring the elderly to a level 
where they can write understan- 
dable letters, read newspapers 
and magazines, and carry on 
conversations about what they 
read. 


Most of the students are proud 


to be able, now, to sign their 


own Social Security 
Some of them have (f(ywy 
written their own namei tg the 
fir* time. The urge to ten is 
one of the thing* that starve 
inside everybody.

"complete confidence" in 
Brogden, dating back to the 
council's deliberations on the 
Goals and Policies report several 
years ago. Sikyta said he believes

Sikyta also said, "I don't

City Bargaining 
Stand Said Hurt 


Bargaining talks will continue this week with city employes, 


even though the news media allegedly has jeopardized the city's 
position in those labor talks. At least, several City Council 
members think so. 


Councilman Bob Sikyta criticized the Lincoln Star for 


publishing a news story last week outlining the wage offers the 
city has made to employes. The store also reported that employe 
groups are considering taking their case to the Court of Industrial 
Relations if the city doesn't come through with what employes 
think is a good salary deal. 


Sikyta also criticized a Monday editorial on the subject as 


being in "bad taste" and creating "bad feelings" among city 
•workers. The editorial argued that discussion of city employes' 
wages should be held in public, not in private sessions. 


Sikyta said the news accounts weakened the city's bargaining 


position since "the other side" knows what the city is doing, but 
the city doesn't know what the employes' strategy is. 


Councilman Max Denney, also somewhat defensive over the 


editorial, asked the city attorney to assure the lawmakers that the 
council has done nothing illegal in holding closed-door negotiation 
sessions. City Atty. Charles Humble assured the council they were 
legal. 


Sikyta said he didn't care if the newspapers wanted "to call 


me names," but said he didn't like it when it was implied that 


. "I'm trying to do something which isn't right." 


Denney told Sikyta, "Anybody in politics has to have alligator 


skin." 


"This isn't politics," Sikyta asserted. 
The City Council publicly set a !Vz% wage increase last 


Thursday following a public hearing on the city budget. Until 
several weeks ago, the city was offering employes 5%. City 
workers are holding out for a minimum of 10%. 


Councilman Bob Jeambey told his colleagues that they 


shouldn't be surprised at the employes' attitude. 


"Let's face it," he said, "We were taking a pretty hard-nosed 


attitude-^We wouldn't move off the 7Vz%." 


Jeambey suggested the council consider offering something 


between 7V2% and 10%, which is a move the council has ruled out 
in the past. The city's pay plan system is based on a 2Vi% in- 
cremental increases and any wage increase other than that 
percentage would require the city to entirely rework its pay plan. 


Council To Hear Report 
On Police Review Board 


The Human Rights Commis- 


sion will be making its long 
awaited report on the proposed 
police review board to the City 
Council next Monday night.

Distributorship 


GOLDEN, Colo. (AP) - 


Former vice president Spiro T. 
Agnew has withdrawn his name 
from consideration for a Texas 
beer distributorship, officials of 
Adolph Coors Co. said. 


Brewery officials said they 


received a letter from Agnew 
stating that he felt that in light of 
recent publicity, it would only be 
fair to his associates to withdraw 
his name so as not to impair 
their chances of obtaining a 
Coors franchise. 


Agnew and professional golfer 


Doug Sanders visited the 
brewery Aug. 4 to apply for dis- 
tribution in the Houston area. 
Their application was one of 
about 4,000 received for the 
rights to distribute Coors beer in 
Texas. 


Councilman Max Denney also 


announced that he intends to in- 
troduce a proposal of his own 
next week. That plan would 
solidify the procedure now in 
existence in the mayor's office 
for dealing with citizens' com 
plaints lodged against the police 


Denney's plan calls for the 


mayor to appoint five members 
to a police board of examiners 
that would hear cases if directed 
to do so by the mayor. The 
existing procedure, with a three 
member board, was set up in 
1972 by former Mayor Sam 
Schwartzkopf. That procedure 
was used only several times. 


Mayor Helen BoosaUs has said 


she doesn't favor that procedure 
but hasn't announced what type 
of plan she favors. 


The council referred the ques 


tion of a police reivew board to 
the advisory Human Rights 
Commission in June for a report 


Earlier this month a majority 


of the council attempted to bring 
Robinson's proposal off the pen 
ding list, with the expressed hi 
tent of killing the ordinance, 
parliamentary ruling saved the 
proposal from a premature 
death before the commission 
could report. 


The Human Rights Commis- 


sion reportedly is divided over 
the recommendation it wil 
make, Denney said, since some 
commissioners may present a 
minority report.

said Monday he thinks the city 
should ascertain its responsibili- 
ty to provide police and fire 
protection to the state 
fairgrounds.

Baker brought up the matter 


after discovering that Des 
Mofnes, la., city officials are 
threatening to limit police and 
fire protection at the Iowa State 
fairgrounds. 


Des Moines officials said the 


fair does not fall under laws for 
protection of Des Moines and 
that no agreement spelling out 
the city's relationship to the fair 
has been reached. 


Baker said he wants to work 


out an agreement before a 
problem arises. 


TRAUNSTEIN, West Ger- 


many (AP) — In a daring flight 
across the Czech border, an 
American helicopter pilot flew a 
14-year-old girl and two other 
East Germans to freedom Sun- 
day. He said ground fire forced 
him to leave an injured East 
German woman and a friend 
behind. 


The pilot, 33-year-old Barry 


Meeker, was wounded in the 
elbow and nip and the girl was 
hit in the leg during the escape, 
but he managed to reach this 
Bavarian Alpine town 50 miles 
east of Munich and 12 miles 
from the Austrian border. 


The girl was treated and 


released from the hospital here 
and Meeker was scheduled to 
undergo surgery Tuesday. He 
was described in satisfactory 
condition. 


Meeker, a former Alpine 


rescue pilot who lives in Munich, 
told newsmen in fluent German 
that he flew the rescue mission 
at the request of a friend iden- 
tified by authorities only as 
"Thaddeus K. from Marburg," a 
university city 60 miles north of 
Frankfurt. 


The pilot said he and 


Thaddeus K. took off in bright 
red, rented helicopter Sunday 
morning from Munich's Rieni 
Airport to meet an East German 
family at a prearranged rendez- 
vous in Czechoslovakia and fly 
them out. 


Police said the chopper's 


course took it along a river in 
West Germany and across the 
Austrian border near Simbach. 
Apparently still undiscovered, 
they flew over Austria and 
crossed into Czechoslovakia near 
the convergence of the Czech, 
Austrian and German borders.

"Unfortunately, as I arrived, 


the family I was to pick up was 
not at the prearranged spot and 
for this reason the whole affair 
was delayed," Meeker said. 
"Instead of 10 seconds, as 
previously calculated, I had to 
remain almost two minutes on 
the ground. 


"When the refugees arrived at 


the helicopter, I saw that the girl 
was shot in the leg," he said. 
"Hie two men with the family 
had already boarded and my 
friend actually threw the girl 
into the helicopter. 


"Ahead of me was an elderly 


lady on the ground, obviously in- 
jured, and then suddenly bullets 
hit me right through the 
helicopter." The bullet pierced 
his elbow and "if it hadn't been 
for that, it would have gone 
through my chest," he said. 


Meeker said the shots were 


fired separately at intervals of 
five to seven seconds and he 
signalled Thaddeus K. to leave 
the injured woman and get 
aboard. 


"But he didn't see me." the 


pilot said. "When I heard 
another shot fired at the 
helicopter, I thought now you've 
got to get out of here fast, or else 
we've all had it. 


"I took off, flying toward 


Munich at high altitude, but 
noticed very quickly that my fuel 
was running low. Having been a 
rescue pilot before, I knew my 
way to Traunstein hospital and 
had exactly the amount of fuel to 
reach it." 


"Unfortunaly, my friend and 


the injured woman were left 
behind in Czechoslovakia," 
Meeker said. "Their fate is un- 
known." 


Wallace 
Supports 
Probe 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 


Alabama Gov. George Wallace 
said Monday he will support 
legislation to reopen the in- 
vestigation of the 1972 assassina- 
tion attempt against his life. 


In an Interview before an ad- 


dress to the national convention 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
Wallace endorsed legislation in- 
troduced by Rep. Henry B. Gon- 
zalez, D-Tex., which would 
reopen the investigation. 


In the past, Wallace has said 


he is not satisfied that Arthur 
Bremer, convicted of the 1972 
shooting which left him 
paralyzed from the waist down, 
had acted alone. 


Wallace told a panel of televi- 


sion reporters that he would sup- 
port a new investigation of the 
assassination attempt "for the 
simple reason that I don't 
believe the person that shot me 
acted alone. 


"I don't believe that a man 


who never made any money in 
his life could follow me all over 
the country and buy guns and 
automobiles and stay in the 
Waldorf Astoria. 


"In other words, I'm not 


satisfied, even though I have no 
evidence that points to anyone . 
else," Wallace said. 


The Democratic governor also 


said that he "could be very com- 
fortable" 
with Republican 


Ronald Reagan as a running 
mate in the presidential election 
in 1976. "But I don't see that in 
the making, and I don't want to 
start anything out here in 
California," Wallace said. 


Reagan has taken a much 


cooler stance toward joining 
forces with Wallace.

OPEC Experts 
Consider Hikes 


VIENNA, Austria (AP) - 


Financial experts of the 
Organization of Petrol* <n 
Exporting Countries opened a 
week-long meeting Monday to 
consider whether to recommend 
another hike in the price of oil, 
which has quadrupled since 
January 1973. 


Oil ministers of the 13 OPEC 


countries, which control 85% 
of oil in world trade, will 
meet Sept. 24 to discuss the 
experts' report comparing the 
price of oil with the rate of infla- 
tion in Western industrialized 
countries and the status of the 
dollar. 


The experts were certain to 


conclude that the purchasing 
power of oil revenues has 
shrunk. But in drawing up their 
recommendations they were 
expected to take into considera- 
tion the world economic situa- 
tion and reduced demand for oil 
in the West. 


The oil ministers are .not 


bound by the experts' advice and 
have ignored it on at least two 
occasions. 


The posted price of oil — an 


artificial figure on which 
producers base their share of in- 
come — is currently frozen at 
110.46 per barrel. The price 
freeze, which began Jan. 1,1975, 
ends Sept. 30. 


In Washington, the Federal 


Energy Administration said the 
expected end of oil price con- 
trols, eased by removal of im- 
port fees, would add no more 
than three cents per gallon to 
consumer petroleum prices. 


The estimate was presented by 


Deputy Administrator Eric 
Zausner, who said he thought 
the world oil market would not 
allow price increases that would 
cancel out the removal of U.S. 
import fees. 


The controls, which now limit 


the price of about 60% of 
U.S. domestic oil to $5.25 per 
barrel, expire Aug. 31. 


A communique issued after 


the last OPEC oil ministers' 
meeting in Gabon in June said 
crude oil prices would be 
"adjusted" from Oct. 1. Oil 
ministers said desired price 
boosts ranged from 10 to 35%.

McCarthy Calls For Support 


" WASHINGTON (AP) - Independent presiden- 
tial candidate Eugene J. McCarthy told students 
Monday they have an even greater responsibility 
than their predecessors of the 1960s to take 
political action. 


The former senator's comments came in 


remarks prepared for the 28th National Student 
Congress in Washington. 


McCarthy, who rallied students behind his bid 


for the Democratic presidential nomination in 
1968, told the student congress that the extension 
of the vote to l&year-olds "gives you a greater 
responsibility than the students of the last genera- 
tion to meet the issues which face all citizens. 


"Those issues are less emotional than the issues 


of the 1960s. Yet they are just as important — 


perhaps even more important," he said, citing 
"the stagnation of the two-party system" and 
"the militarism which continues even though the 
Vietnam War has ended." 


"Students were among the first to make a 


moral and political judgement against the Viet- 
nam War and then to proceed by practical means 
to end it. But the militarism which proceeded the 
war, and conditioned us to enter is, continues 
even though the war is over," McCarthy said. 


And, he added, "the Democratic and 


Republican parties have failed to meet every 
serious problem which faces our country. Failure 
in governing should be followed by failure at the 
polls."

Stereo Firms Stop Price Fixing 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Federal Trade Commission said 
Monday four of the country's 
biggest manufacturers of stereo 
systems have agreed not to 
engage in price fixing or other 
selling practices which it said 
have resulted in higher con- 
sumer prices. 


The order is the first result of 


an industrywide investigation of 
the stereo business, and one of- 
ficial said other firms are still 
being looked at. 


Named in the order were U.S. 


Pioneer Electronics Corp., 
Moonachie, N.J.; Teac Corp. of 
America, Montebello, Calif.; 
Sherwood 
Electronic 


Laboratories Inc., Chicago; and 
Sansui Electronics Corp., Wood- 
side, N.Y. 


Together the firms had gross 


sales of $139 million during 1974, 
with Pioneer accounting for the 
biggest chunk of that - $80 
million. 


Under a consent order signed 


with the commission, the four 
firms agreed not to suggest 
resale prices for the products for 
the next two years; not to 
require dealers to report price 
cutters to them; and not to take 
retribution against dealers who 
do cut prices. 


The complaints against the 


four firms alleged they fixed the 
resale prices of their products 
and told the dealers to whom 
they in turn could sell. 


Thoe practice*, the FTC said, 


"have eliminated competition 
among dealers and inflated the 
prices paid by consumers for the 
firm's high fidelity audio com- 
ponents."

New York - If you've got a 


sinking feeling, it could be 
because you're sinking — es- 
pecially if you live in America's 
south and west or in Mexico Ci- 
ty, Shanghai or a few other 
global areas where the earth is 
subsiding. 


Such geological depression is 


already cuasing alarming floods, 
toppjing utility poles, cracking 


highways, yanking foundations 
loose, snapping water and sewer 
lines. 


Whole sections of Bir- 


mingham, Ala., are collapsing 
and scientists guess Baton 
Rouge, La. will sink five feet by 
1990, a scary thought when the 
city's maximum elevation is only 
10 feet above sea level. 


Mexico City has already 


dropped 29 feet. So have parts of 
the San Joaquin Valley in 
California. Shanghai has sunk 14 
feet and parts of Texas, eight 
feet. Also sinking are Las Vegas, 
Denver, Tokyo, Venice, London, 
Taiwan, New Zealand, Israel, 
Venezuela. And the list will con- 
tinue to grow ... 


Why? 
Mostly became of nun's in- 


satiable appetite for more and 
more water, gas and oil ~- sub- 
stances that lie beneath the 
earth's surface and which help 
support it. 


The land rests on beds of sedi- 


ment — layers of sand, gravel, 
silt and clay deposited 
miUeniums ago by long-gone 
rivers, lakes and seas. The sedi- 
ment is saturated with water, oil 
and gas. When these substances 
are pumped out of the earth, the 
supporting beds compress and 
finally collapse.

390 wide and 150 feet deep was 
reported in Alabama in 1972.

The New York 
Academy of Sciences publica- 
tion, THE SCIENCES, reports 
that 4,000 sinkholes have oc- 
curred in Alabama since 1900 
because of human doings; only 
50 natural collapses occurred in 
the same period.

doing so, either by 
water for or by injecting it under 
pressure into sunken sedimen- 
tary beds. 


In the fertile San Joaquin 


Valley — a 250-mile-long 
agricultural boomland with a 
huge need for irrigation water— 
farmers kept pumping and pum- 
ping until they were forced to 
drill welb as deep as 3,500 feet to 
reach water. 


Between 1943 and 1959, parts 


of the valley sank 16 feet. 
Between 1953 and 1959, it was 
sinking nearly two feet a year. 


About half of the valley subsided 
to some extent. 


Alarmed by the steady sinking 


of San Joaquin, government 
agencies built an aqueduct 
system to bring waters from 
northern California rivers to the 
valley. It was put into operation 
in 1968. By 1972, the sinking had 
stopped — the first year since 
the 1930s that San Joaquin 
stayed put. 


Probably America's f<*test- 


sinking area was the Wilmington 
Oil Field in Long Beach, Calif., a 
major oil-producer. 


The wresting of oil from the 


earth there created a 20-square- 


mile elliptical depression, 29 feet 
at its center. Land surface within 
the depression, including the 
U.S. naval shipyard at Long 
Beach harbor, was pulled in 
toward the center by as much as 
10 feet. 


This horizontal "creep" 


cracked foundations, twisted rail 
tracks, tore out sewer lines, 
damaged bridges. 


Now subsidence has stopped 


and, what's more, some parts of 
the oil fields have actually 
rebounded over a foot.

Nebraska Land

isn't sinking." 


"We have had requests to 


check it out and there is no in- 
dication of sinking thus far. 
During the 1930 period of dry 
weather there were some sink 
holes that developed in alfalfa 
fields in the Blue River Valley 
but other than that isolated in- 
stance, the state hasn't shown 
any indication of sinking," he 
said.

later regret." McWhorter said. 


Bryan said he had discussed 


some of the rules changes with 
his players, who began practice 
last Thursday. 


"The players are shaken," 


Bryant said". "I can't blame 
them. They've done things at 
Chicago which would make a liar 
of me. to the players and their 
parents. 


"I promised them items in 


those scholarships which the 
NCAA is going to make us 
renege on," Bryant said. "And 
they're making it where we can't 
give those players a chance to 
play."

Haven't Give Up Hope 


Osborne, tired of a summer of involvment in "political" af- 


fairs, is looking forward to just dealing with the athletes and the 
business of trying to win football games. "I'm going to try to be 
a football coach first," he said. "I haven't changed my mind, I 
am not figuring on going into politics." 


Osborne's summer involvment has included the potttickmg 


against proposed new rates, the new measure regarding 
women's athletics (Title DC) and is a defendant hi a suit which 
seeks an injunction to permit four of his footballers play in the 
opening game against LSU. 


"I'm discouraged by the chain of events of the summer," 


Osborne admitted. "I'm looking forward to coaching and getting 
away from politics, but I think we as coaches feel that it's im- 
portant that fans and the press understand that winning and 
losing isn't relegated strictly to what happens on the field. 


"You can be legislated out of business. I don't want 


anybody to feel we've given up here or that we can't have a good 
football team no matter what the rules are. I think we feel we 


have a good on-going program and good tradition. These are all 
plus factors. 


"We've just got to re-double our efforts and we've got to 


live with the K players tad fewer coaches. We'll just work 
harder and figure we're going to wta anyway. That's the only at- 
titude you can take." 


Osborne added: "it is true, and I don't think anybody can 


contest this, that the thing that got the Big Eight into being 
maybe the strongest football conference in America was 45 
tenders and some very good and aggressive coaching staffs. 


We're for a strong conference." 


Impact Of 30 Net Felt Yet 


The conference has operated just two recruiting seasons 


with a 30 tender limit which was imposed by the NCAA, with an 
overall limit of 105. Now that figure is trimmed to 95. 


"We don't even know what impact the 30 grants Is going to 


do to us," Osborne said. "We'll begin to see a little more this 
year and definitely next year it will begin to have a full impact." 


Osborne said he had talked to Earte Bruce, Iowa State foot- 


ball coach, and Floyd Gass, Oklahoma State athletic director 
and both feel the limit will hurt their football teams. 


The only precedent is the Big Ten Conference, which went 


to 30 several years ago. "A couple or three schools hung in pret- 


ty well and the rest have had pretty tough sledding," Ortwrne 
said. 


Both Brace and Gass felt the lower limit potentially could 


hurt their programs more than it would some of the other con- 
ference schools. 


"When you progressively get into smaller numbers you have 


to get closer and closer to the so-called blue-chip players," the 
NU coach said. "When we were taking 45, some of them were 
marginal and a certain number of them developed and became 
good players." 


Osborne is fearful the limit of no more than 30 a year and an 


overall 95 grants in effect at any one time will cause some 
schools to start running off athletes. He noted that NU still has 
29 of the 30 recruits of last year, first for that limit "Carrying 
out that figure to a logical extension you wind up with 112 or so, 
not counting redshirts." 


He feels it's academically and ethically sound to recruit X 


number of players and try to keep them and see that they 
graduate, not run them off. 


"We have never had that philosophy here and I won't want 


to go to it," he said emphatically. 


Colleges have remedial programs to keep culturally disad- 


vantaged students in school. The whole approach is to help keep 
them in school — not weed them out as the NCAA legislation 
will tend to become the method used to stay within unrealistic 
limits.

Kiner, Johnson Entertain At Hall Of Fame 


COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. (UPI) 


— Ralph Kiner supplied the 
laughter and Judy Johnson the 
tears Monday when they and 
three other baseball immortals 
were inducted into the Hall of 
Fame in an emotion-packed 
ceremony. . 


Entering the Shrine along with 


Kiner, former seven-time home 
run king of the National League, 
and Johnson, who played his 
entire career in the shadow land 
of the old Negro Leagues, were 
Earl Avenll and Billy Herman, 
two stars of the 1930s and 1940s, 
and Bucky Harris, baseball's 
original boy-wonder manager. 


Commissioner Bowie Kuhn 


presided over the ceremonies 
which were held under a bright 
sun on the lawn adjacent to the 


Hall of Fame and the National 
Baseball Library. 


The poised Kiner regaled the 


crowd with stories of the weak 
Pittsburgh Pirate teams with 
which he spent most of his 
career, but Johnson broke down 
twice during his acceptance 
speech and at one point was un- 
able to talk for about two 
minutes Johnson recovered his 
poise but then broke down again 
at the end of his speech as he 
called out "God bless you all." 


"I had the misfortune to play 


with losing teams in Pitts- 
burgh," Kiner said. "To give you 
an idea of how bad we were, Joe 
Garagiola was our catcher. 


"One season I hit 37 home 


runs and Branch Rickey (the 
club's general manager) cut my 


salary 25 per cent," Kiner went 
on. "I asked him why and he 
said 'we could have finished last 
without you.'" 


After recalling other humor- 


ous incidents during his career, 
Kiner, now a TV broadcaster for 
the New York Mets, turned 
serious and said, "This is 
something like becoming a 
doctor, and getting the M.D. 
after your name....Now I have 
HOF after mine....It's a tre- 
mendous thrill."

Leagues before Jackie Robin- 
son broke baseball's unwritten 
color 
line 
in 1947, halted 


midway through his speech and 
wept as he held his right hand 
over his face.

Stock Car Driver Lund 
Well Liked By Others 


-CROSS, S.C. (AP) - Race 
driver DeWayne "Tiny'' Lund 
had talked about quitting the 
tracks, but some of those who 
knew him say it would have been 
unlikely that Lund ever would 
have stopped racing voluntarily. 


"Tiny had racing in his 


b l o o d , ' ' said Summerville 
speedway owner Charley Pow- 
ell, a longtime acquaintance. "I 
don't know if he ever would have 
quit on has own." 


Lund, 45, was killed Sunday in 


a collision during the Talladega 
500 race. 


Services for Lund will be held 


at St. Michael's Lutheran 
Church in Monck's Corner on 
Wednesday, with burial in Ber- 
kely Memorial Gardens. 


Surviving are his widow and a 


son, Christopher. 


At 6-foot4 and 250 pounds, 


Lund looked more like a foot- 
ball lineman than a race driver. 
And that's the way he handled a 
car—pushing, wrestling, 
sometimes seemingly dragging 
his machinery around the track 
on the basis of sheer brute force. 
His flat-out driving style had 
made him a fan favorite for over 
20 years. 


In the end, it killed him. 
Lund was trying to ram his 


Dodge through a small opening 
on the eighth lap at Talladega at 
180 miles per hour when a mis- 
calculation caused him to clip 
the rear end of J. D. McDuffie's 
vehicle. The collision threw 


Lund and McDuffie sideways, 
and another car driven by Terry 
Linke speared the Lund vehicle 
in the driver's door. 


Lund's chest was crushed by 


the impact. He died 10 minutes 
later in the track hospital. 


In a way it was strangely in- 


appropriate that death overtook 
Tiny Lund on a supertrack like 
Talladega.

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•Staying Ahead- 
Recess/on May Be Over 
But No One Is Cheering 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York - Is the recession 


really over? Despite high un- 
employment and the aggravation 
of inflation, the answer seems to 
be yes. There is nothing in the 
economic statistics to suggest 
that things are going to get 
worse again. 


In fact, the possibilities he 


more in the other direction. In 
the second quarter, personal 
spending 
went up and 


businessmen's stockpiles of 
goods went down at a far 
sharper rate than most analysts 
expected. If business just 
produces enough to slow the 
slide in their inventories it will 
add jobs to the economy. 


But despite these optimistic 


assumptions, no one is cheering 
from the rooftops. Instead of 
worrying about when the 
recovery will start, the White 
House is now worrying about 
whether they can keep it going. 


What they worry about most is 


the attitude of consumers. Right 
now, disposable personal income 
is moving up. Real purchasing 
power has increased, and people 
are spending some of that sur- 
plus. But if we're suddenly hit 
with a discouraging round of 
price increases — in gasoline, 
automobiles, TV sets, mortgage 
rates, air fares, appliances, food 
and pots arid pans — consumers 
might retire from the field. Then 
you could bid the economic 
recovery goodbye. 


Confidence Down 


Consumer pollster Albert 


Sindlinger thinks the recovery is 
doomed already. His consumer 
confidence index, which had 
been improving, turned down 
again in mid-July. That's due in 
part to the droopy stock market. 
Confidence improves when the 
stock market rises and sags 
whenever it falls. But Sindlinger 


says he's getting a pessimistic 
reading from the non- 
stockholding segment of the 
public as well. 


According to his telephone 


surveys, the majority of 
Americans say their incomes 
have not gone up in a year. "All 
the spending is being done by 
about 25% of the people whose 
incomes have improved and who 
weren't much hurt by the reces- 
sion in the first place," he says. 
"The other 75% are out of the 
game." 


His surveys have also con- 


vinced him that auto sales will 
be worse than the industry 
expects (which if true could 
mean more layoffs around 
yearend). 


A large number of Americans 


planned to buy new cars this 
spring and summer, he says. But 
when they walked into the auto 
showrooms and found out the 
price, they walked right out 
again. Some of them bought 
foreign cars for the good gas 
mileage. But most just decided 
to stick with their old cars for 
another year. If car prices go up 
$300 in October, as announced, 
he thinks auto sales will fall off, 
again. 


Business is certainly not doing 


its bit to fight inflation. Cor- 
porate executives might agree 
that moderating prices are a 
major reason for improved con- 
sumer confidence. But at the 
first hint of an upturn — before 


their sales have even improved 
— the oligopolistic industries 
like aluminum, steel and autos 
announce price increases. 


Price Hikes 


They justify the price hikes by 


citing higher costs. But where is 
it written in the economic texts 
that a businessman shall always 
pass through his costs? The idea 
that a company is entitled to 
raise prices when costs go up 
was given legitimacy by the 
Price Commission in 1971. But 
wherever that concept works, 
you can be sure that competition 
is dead. 


The increase in sates volume 


that a recovery brings usually is 
enough to assure increased 
profits/and profit margins. If 
consumers spend slowly and 
cautiously, they might force 
competitive businesses to hold 
prices reasonably steady. 


One thing the White House 


probably will do to combat 
Sindlinger's dark vision is extend 
this year's tax cuts into 1976. 
That would help sustain your 
spending power even in the face 
of a moderate increase in infla- 
tion (now forecast at 6 to 1% by 
yearend). 


Whether the President should 


do anything more right now is a 
matter for speculation. When 
forecasting more than six 
months ahead, almost everybody 
is wrong. 


The puzzled — but hopeful — 


frame of mind at the top today 
was beautifully captured by a 
remark recently made by Presi- 
dent Ford when asked what he 
would do if unemployment 
remained as high as the 
forecasters say. "They were 
wrong about inflation," the 
President replied, "so maybe 
they'll be wrong about un- 
employment, too."

A Reunion 


The ability of men and women 


to reach their full potential is 
changing, as male and female 
characteristics begin to parallel 
each other, says Myrna Walters. 


As society has supported 


different starting points based 
on biology, hormones and 
physical traits, neither men nor 
women can achieve their full 
potential, Ms. Walters said. She 
directs the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Center for Co- 
equal Education. 


But social institutions as well 


as traditional social attitudes 
towards sex differences and dis- 
crimination are changing, she 
said, noting family structure, 
career opportunities and per- 
sonal lives will be affected. 


Ms. Walters made the remarks 


at the close of a two-week 
workshop, titled "Dick and 
Jane: Free To Grow," for 80 
school administrators and 
teachers from Lincoln, Crete, 
Loup City, Milford and Millard. 
The sponsoring center is funded 
by a Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare (HEw) 
grant. 


The workshop, exploring how 


characteristics of one sex are. 
becoming less sublimate to the 


other, was designed to examine 
current changes, the effects on 
individuals" lives, and the role of 
schools in those changes. 


Many workshop participants 


"emerged with creative ideas 
and have already begun to con- 
struct good programs for their 
schools," said Ms. Walters, also 
a UNL educational psychology 
instructor. 


Discussions include biological 


and pyschological research on 
sex differences, new directions 
in parenthood and integrating 
family sex roles, economic and 
technological forces at work to 
produce change, ways to 
eliminate sex bias in guidance 
and counseling, desegregation in 
physical education and 
educational practices in primary 
and secondary schools. 


To follow up the "Free To 


Grow" sessions, the Center for 
Co-equal Education will hold 
two mini-workshops, one each 
semester, during the 1975-76 
school year, Ms. Walters said. 


They're intended to focus on 


the kinds of programs being 
developed in schools, problems 
that occur, and needs in devising 
improved school programs.
